Dear Mr. Dulles: 

We regret the necessity of scheduling for an October Conference 
this early in the year. However, due primarily to the nature of 
the program planned, we are unable to avoid it. 

Your very welcome letter of April 2 indicated, I think, a slight 
misunderstanding. Your area of responsibilities is one in which 
industrial leadership has a tremendous interest, as well as an 
astonishing ignorance. Our problem is to present a well-thought- 
out balanced program utilizing selected speakers who, because ox 
special knowledge or responsibilities, augment and give reason 
to the Conference workshops. Limiting this Conference to three 
main speakers permitted us to select the most widely respected 
authorities who would naturally make separate approaches, and m 
this instance, provide factual background information of the pres- 
sures and conditions causing the present threat for which industry 
must provide self -protective plans and measures. 


This Conference is being held in 
cooperation with : 

Local, County , State and Federal 
Disaster Agencies; 

The Armed Forces; 

The American Red Cross; 
and the Los Angeles City 
and County Fire Departments. 


For the second day's program, in which we hope you will consent to 
participate as our principal speaker, the emphasis will be placed 
upon the first-hand experiences of foreign industrialists in deal- 
ing with the physical effects of warfare. A panel of leading 
industrialists from six nations, as outlined in our tentative pro- 
gram, will discuss: the effects of war upon their plants, how they 

maintained continuity of production, protected records when plants 
were destroyed, and how they proceeded to resume production m the 
post war period. While we realize that the effects from nuclear 
warfare would be far 1 more devastating, the information to be gained 
from this panel may in many respects be applied to our industrial 
preparedness program of today.
